For many years the distnibution
of garden seeds in the United
States has been looked upon as
one of the most peculiar func
tions of statesmanship. In this
way some of our national law-
makers have not only managed to
keep in touch with their consti-
tuents, but what iz even more
surprising, they have managed by
this judicions scattering of seeds
to reap sufficient votes to com-
pass their re-election. The mag-
nitude of this patriotic industry is
set forth in a tabulated statement
recently issued by the Agricultur-
ral Department at Washington,
D C. From this statement sever-
al interesting figures may be ex
tracted. Of flower seed thece
were 1,012,500 packages distribu
ted during the year at a cost of
$7.809.62 to the governmemi; of
ruddish seed, 2,161,278 packages
cooting $12,607.33; of beet seed,
2,147,062 packages costing $12,552
16; of cabbage seed 2,130418
packages, costing $12,454.88; ol
tomalo seed, 2,119,942 packages,
costing $12,346.76; and of turnip
seed, 2,130,418 puckages, costing
$12,291. In like quantities other

popular garden seeds were distri-
buted during the year. making a
totatal of 19.053,839 packages
seut out by the agricultural de-
partment at a cost to ihe govern
ment of $110,987.44. Undonbted-
Iy the guvernments liberality in
this respect may accomplish some
good, but whether ur not the vas
sum of money yearly expended hy
Congress in the distribution of
garden seeds is prompted by the
wisest statesmanship may be
gravely questioned.
